Berlin, Jan. 5 —The relohstag will re- 
sume workonTueiday. Theopeningbusinoea 
will bo the firat reading of the anti-sooiallat 
bill, whloh wont over tho holidays for lack 
of a quorum of tho houso. The beginning of 
tho struggle ia viewed with Reneral appre- 
hension. The Emperor oalled UDannounced 
on Chr.noellor Prinoa Hohenlobeiu at the 
WilhelmatraBBO yesterday and romuinod for 
broukfaat. Later tho ministera were sum- 
monod to the Chancellory. There waa a 
fall diacnssion of the anti-aootallst bill and 
the parliamentary taotios to be used in push- 
ing it to tbe final vote. It is understood 
that the ministers decided not to amend tho 
bill before the committee stage. The gov- 
ernment now acta as if confident that the 
uieAruro will be carried without important 
ohaogaa. 

Among tho deputies and parliamentary 
oUicora intoroat oi-utrea in tho expected at- 
tack upon Horr vi.n Lovoiziw, president of 
tho Raichatug. Although ho has been u 
good executive he has earned tho dialiko of 
the depatioB on tho Loft by strutting in hio 
military uniform on all public occiisioua and 
by hawing rather humbly to tho young Em- 
poror'a btck and nod. Ho ulao hurt him- 
self with tbe National Liboralp by refusing 
to do anything with the liiamarck monu- 
ment fund, of which ha ia the chief truatee, 
as long as tho Emperer and ll amarok wore 
out. Tho Ridiottla and Social Domoorots, 
who will lead the coming attack, will base 
Unircasooii tho ground that the presi- 
dent compromiaod hia position '.ly 
trying to forca tho debate on 
tho anti-aooialiot bill and by voting 
to proaeouto Deputy Liobkneoht against tho 
wishes of the mujorlty. A leading Bismarck- 
Ian paper calls upon him to resign, A bad 
feature of this muss ia that the Eoiperor'a 
ministers are determined to defend Levet- 
zow to the last diioh. The president him- 
self is willing enough to get ont, as he does 
not care to inoroaso the irritability of tiie 
reichatag and complete the tangle in which 
its prooeodinga opened, but he haa been 
powerless to act aiuco the cabinet war and 
t^e extreme Tory deputies have oome pugna- 
ciously to his support. 

The journeymen browors who objactod to 
PauI Singer's method cf ending tho beer 
boycott held a meeting on Wednesday and 
denounced Singer and tho boycott commit- 
tee with BOO alistic forvor. 

There is no sign of u bettor feeling be- 
tween Berlin and the provincial capitals. 
L'ho friondly telegrams exchanged ostenta- 
tiounly by tho Emporor and tho King of 
Wurtemburg are regarded as written for ap- 
pearance only. The proposed reforms of 
tho military code have been dropped as 
PrasBia rofuaoa to make oonooasions to the 
liberal spirit of tho military laws of Bavaria 
and Wurtemburg. The latter refuses to 
repeal tho law granting arn.y trials by jury 
and other advantages to tho accused which 
cocfliotwith tho secret methods prevailing 
in Prussia. 

Baron von Saurma, German ambassador to 
the United States, has been instructed to 
make a formal protest to tho United States 
government against tho restriction placed 
upon Germans going to the United States or 
trading therewith, as being in violation of 
article 2 of tho treaty with Pruaaia of 1785, 
and also of article 1 of tko treaty with the 
Hanseatlo repnblioa, both of which treaties 
have been adopted by the German empire. 

IMTEENATIONAL ARBITBATION. 

The '' Tinips '' Has No liellef In the Snccess 
of Jlr. Creaiiii'r'B Visit to the 
United .States. 

London, Jan. 5 —Tho Times says in a 
leader on Mr. Creamer'a miaaion to the 
American cougresa t " Wo have no eort of 
belief in arbitration aa a panacea which will 
get rid of war, but wo caunot withhold our 
aynipathy from tho laudiblo cITorta now 
making on both oidea of tho Atlantic. " In 
discuaaing tho value of the proposed arbitra- 
tion treaty, tho writer saya that tho pro- 
viaiona will apply to (juestiouB of an inter- 
mediate character too lurgo and complex for 
diplomacy yet not involving thoao vital in- 
torc-sls which no nation can entrust to any 
keeping but its own.

St. Johns, NflJ., Jan. 6 — The investiga- 
tion whloh ii ks begun into the condition of 

tht working olasses of St. Johns, rorcals 
many cases of extreme destitution, sovoral 
hundred psople actually starving. Ltdy 
O'Brien, wife of Governor U'Brten, h \8 
issued u call to tbe ladies of this oity 
to meet on Monday to discuss the situ- 
ation, the onroome of nhlch will 
probably be the eitabllsbmenc of soup 
kitchone in diffuront parts of tho oity and 
other practical means of relief. Tho popu- 
lace ia enraged against tho govoromont, 
which, it is claimed, is taking no steps 
whatever to provide assistance for the 
needy. Meanwhile the belief in the efBoaoy 
of a royal commission is beooming general, 
and the Governor has assured a deputation 
of citizona that he will do all in his power to 
aooure tho appointment of such a oom- 
miaaion to look into tho vcrlous 
matters oonneoted with the admin- 
istration of the province. Tho bill 
providing for the winding up of tho alTairs 
of the Busponded Commercial bank, passed 
through all its stagoa in tho assembly to- 
day. It contains tho obj^ctiouablo clause 
which gives the government partial control 
of tho liquidation of tho bank. Sir Am- 
brose Shaa, governor of tho Hihamaa, or- 
rived hero to-diy. In an interview be said 
that he oonaidored the appointment of a 
royal cammiaaion absolutely necessary. He 
has been aammoned to London.

Warned by a Montreal I'hyslcl&n That Ue Had 
Only Kour Months to Live. 

MoKTREAL, Jan. 5. — Aooording to a local 
paper abont five months ago Sir John 
Tfaompaou wa« warned by a well-known 
Montreal physician that he had only four 
months to live. Tho Premier being here 
and cot feeling well, a doctor of tho staiT of 
a leading hospital, at Thompson's request, 
oiamioed him and told him tbe worst. On 
being pressed for deQcite information, the 
doctor said that hia heart was In a very 
feoble condition. " Then I may die at any 
time ; " asked Thompson. " I wcnld not 
say at any minute," returned the physician 
Thompson rejoined cordially, "How long 
would you give me to live, oalculating as 
precisely as medical solencs will enable 
yon ? " The physician looked over the notes 
he had made and replied : *' If yon do not 
give up the exoitement of publlo life com 
plotely and at onoe I cannot think yon will 
live more than four montha."

graphy in its application to science, the arts 
and industries. The letter asks in the event 
of their co-operation that the photographic 
speoimani they dealre bs sent subject to the 
minister's approval, having in view the 
question of transportation, tho cost of whloh 
the dopartmont of agriculture will defray.

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

British Foreign Office Do Mot 
Expect That They Will Ee- 
snlt Favorably.

of the Proposed Conditions In- 
volves the Control of China 
by Japan. 



London, Jan. 5. — Dlplomatlo advices re- 
ceived at the foreign otBoo from tho British 
representatives at Pekin and Tokio concur 
in the statement that the present negotia- 
tions looking to the eitftblishment of peace 
between the twoFar Bastem empires are not 
expected to have any good resolts. The 
Japanese government is of tbe opinion that 
China still retjuirea to bo thraahod into a 
thorough conviction of Its hopeleea inferior- 
ity which must precede the conclusion of a 
permanent peace, while tbe Chinese are 
resting under tho belief that Pekin ia aate 
for the winter from Japanese invasion, and 
are hoping that stubborn rosistanoo on their 
part in future will modify their position and 
enable them to obtain better terms in tho 
final price negotiated. Thia hope ia not 
shared, however, at the foreign office, 
where some Japanese reverses would 
not be |at all unwelcome. No 
change fdr the better la expeded to iiriae 
from che appointment of LI Kun Vi to super- 
soda Li Hung Chang. During the tenure of 
olfico of Li Kun Yi as viceroy of Nankin ho 
had frequent dealings with foreigners, and 
hia oontoot wilh them failed to elevate him 
in their eoteein. Ho was woefully lacking 
in energy and ability, and waa generally re- 
garded as a commonplace " boodlo " viceroy, 

English diplomats in China and Japan, as 
well *s In London, are greatly exercised in 
regard to tho acopo and moaning of tho con- 
ditions of peace laid down by the Japanese, 
that China shall bo opened up under tho 
direotlon of J«pan. This proposal, though 
seemingly moderate and even generally de- 
sirable to the tntereits of the world, might 
involve the practical control of the whole of 
China by Japan. 

WAR NOTES. 

Chinese Said to Ho Oocuiiylnc Strong Posi- 
tions and Ready fur Action. 

London, Jon. 5.— The Central News cor- 
respondent in lokio rays : General Kodzu 
telegraphs that scouts sent in the direction 
of Kai Ping report that -4,000 ChinoBO under 
General Chang occnpy a position botwoou 
Kai Ping and Twon 'I'ion, 8ooutB returning 
from Kiiio Kwang, lie says, report that they 
saw a force of ChinoBO, Btrongth unknown, 
under Gtneral Nlen. General Sung is said 
to bo advancing upon Hal Chong.

Fences and Urldgca Carried Away— Travel 
luterrupted and Other Herious 
Damaeo Done. 

OAKt.AND, Cal., Jan. 5. — Tho banks of the 
San Lorenzo creek broke during tho night 
about a mile north of Hayward, Vast 
quanfltien of water were turned Into tho 
orchards. ' Tho water laid bare tho roots of 
thousanda of trees, and tho overflow carried 
awoy numoroua fenooa and bridgsa. Near 
San Lorenzo it deatroyed a portion of tho 
railroad traok. Tho road from San Lorenzo 
to Mount Eden, has been under water fur 
twenty-five hours. All travel weat of San 
Lorenz6 was stopped last night, and land 
waa nob in sight for lialf: a mile In some 
places. 



London, Jan. 5 — Prof. J ames Bryce in a 

spoooh at Darwin last evening, atruok the 
key-note of tho Liberal protest against tbe 
clamor of tho labor party for increased labor 
representation in parliament with a Soclal- 
iatio platform. There was no objeotion, he 
said, to there being more gennino working- 
men In parliament, but he denonncsd those 
ao-callod labor advocatea who were contiun- 
ally atirring up clasa ho."itilitios and avowing 
their desire to smash tho Liberal party into 
small fragments unless their demands were 
conceded. 

Keir Hardle, In a labor article to-day, ad- 
vises tho unemployed to wreck and plunder 
the shops, declaring they are justified ii> do- 
iiig 80 in order to supply their needs. *' If 
fifty mon each in Glasgow, Liverpool, Mau- 
oheater, Leeda and London," ho writea, 
" entered the ahopa and helped thomselvoi 
to whatever thoy could lay their hands on, 
and kept this game going, aomothiug would 
happen. If I wore in their position I would 
do this and perhaps somerhiog worse." 

Against Joseph H. Wilson, R idioil mem- 
ber of tho Houao of Cotninona for Middles- 
borough, aoouaatione have bcnn made, sinoo 
tiho coUapBO of tho Seamen's Union, that ho 
has misapplied, in plain words, apont £150,- 
000 of the Union's funda, and haa issued a 
forged oiroular purporting to account for 
the money. 

Bjn. Tillett haa raised a howl, that tbe 
dock laborers, of which branch of Libor 
Unioniam he is tho leader, are being crush- 
ed because tho public will not respond to 
their appeals. The dook mon aro certainly 
gufifering ; but their euiTdriogs are caused by 
the prevailing hard times, and a surfeit of 
Tillettism, In the meantime Tillett himself 
s thriving. He has recently built a vills, 
which coat £2,0U0, and shows other eyi- 
donoes of prosperity. 

The story which has been thrilling the 
world for some time past of the wife u (he 
Armenian leader Grego, who rather thui 
sufTar dishonor at tbe hands of her Tarklsk 
porsecators threw herself with her oblld 
n hor armu into an abyss and was followed 
by other women until the ravine was filled 
with corpaes, has been exploded. 

The adherents of tho Dae d'Urleans In 
London are in expectation that their leader 
will at an early date Issue a manifeato which 
will be follow»d by a demonstration on 
French aoll at the risk of hia acreat. This 
movement ia baaed on the belief that the 
people of France have became disgusted 
with the oorruption existing among tbe pol- 
itioiane and journalists of the republio and 
are fast turning toward a monarohy for 
relief. 

Sir Horace Farquahar, Bart., waa married 
St. George's church, Hanover square, 
this afternoon to Lady Emily Scott. The 
brido wora a sapphire blue velvet gown 
rimmed with bangles. Among the large 
company of guests present were the Prince 
of Walea, the Duko of Cambridge, the Duke 
and Duchess of Fife and Mrs. John W. 
Mackay. 

Lord Randolph Churchill ia somewbati 
better, ho has become stronger and enta and 
loeps well. He has been called upon by 
the Prince of Wales, the Duko of Fife, tbe 
Poke of tCeck and Sir William Haroonrt.

— A letter from 
Athena, dated I>eoember 10, from an Ar- 
menian native of Sasaonn, the aeat of the 
recent maasaore, aays that everybody knows 
that the orders for the recent, massaere of 
Armenians were given by the direct ooun- 
olllora of the anltan. tthe letter, 'continu- 
ing, says : 

" Thcro is hardly a man alive in Sassoun. 
Men, women and children have been sacri- 
ficed by the Turkish soldiers. Of the 32S 
houaes whioh made up the village of Var- 
tcnIsB only 35 are left Btanding. In tho vil- 
lage of Semal many inhabitants wore put 
to death. The minister of that village, with 
the aaorod ohalioe in hia handa, waa bound 
to a donkey and he and the animal ahot to 
death. The greatest horror waa in the vil- 
lage of Goly Guao, which was firad, totally 
deatroying it wliilo tho inhabitants were 
asleep, all poriahing. Tho viiluf;o of Shonig 
suffered a similar fate. Thn 'i'urltiah eol- 
dlero invaded tlio villugo of KonU, ^-ithored 
all the women in tho church and dtliled and 
blew tliem, 

WAsiiiNciTOK City, Jan. 5 — Senator Halo 
presented to day under tho call of potitiona, 
an argument offered by Frederick Green, of 
tho city of Van, In Eastern Turkey, for tho 
location of American oonSuIatea in the 
oitioa of Erziun and llarpool. Mr. Green 
eays that in Aaiatio Turkey alone there aro 
MO Armenian misaionarioa who hold over 
$2,000,000 worth of property, who aro ex- 
posed equally to the lawloasness of highway- 
men, Moslem fanatics and the hostility of 
the Tarkish oifio ala. He says many Indig- 
nities and injuries have been inflloted which 
have never been reported, beoiuae of the 
absence of an Amerioah repreaentative to 
aubatantiate the storiea and vindioate the 
rights of Amerioana. 

OoNSSANliHOFLE, Jan. 5.— Turfclah newa- 
papera deny the reported assasaination of 
Tahain Pasha, governor of liitlis, saying tbti 
story arose from tho death of Hieldl Bey, of 
Savas, which, it ia claimed, was duo to na- 
tural causes. Hewspapera in this city aleo 
publlah a diapateh from Tahain Paaha, stat- 
ing that all ia tracqull in the provinco of 
liltlls. An imperial decree giving notifica- 
tion of the oUotton of Mgr. Inmlrlian aa Ar- 
menian Patriarch, to succeed Mgr. Achi- 
klan, who rocont'y rooigned on account of 
dillicultloa between tho porto and patriarch- 
ate, waa iaaucd without tho uaual demand 
that tho patriarch should promiao to pursue 
a line of conduct consistent with tho views 
of tho Turkinh govornmont, whioh promioo 
Mgr. Ismirllan refuaod to give. Roporte ro- 
coivcd hero as to tho aituatioo in Macedonia 
aro diaqulotlng. Thia is duo to the exten- 
sion of brigandage. Tho porte is making 
inquirioa on tho subject.

What la ohlefly wanted 
In thoso daya U the aplrit of aelf-reliunoe 
which enabled the early settlers to over- 
come the diffiouUiciB of their position, and to 
brave ita lierdahipi end priTetiona. If Gen- 
eral Booth's system of self-help were gen- 
erally adopted by those who are feeling the 
alruggle for eilstonoe in theoitiea too sevore 
for ;hem, once settled on the land with 
the determination to compel it to yield them 
a comfortable malDteuuuoe, thny would in a 
few years find tbemaelves in a condition im- 
measurably batter both for themselvoa and 
thotr children than tho one in which they 
are now hopelessly atruggllng. Tho Earth 
ia a kind mother. She ia not fooliebly In- 
dulgent, bat she yields those of her children 
who know how to win her favor, everything 
that is really worth living for. There need 
be no starving! millions aa long aa there aio 
large areas of her aarfaoe unused,

THB LAST SESORT. 

When the deatituto under General Booth's 
ayaterc are so far improved aa to bo willing 
and able to support themaelvea he does not 
propose to send them back to tlie over- 
crowded cities to increase oompetltion and 
to lower wages. If this was to be tho out- 
come of hia efforts to better the condition of 
tho wretched it may ho confidently aaaerted 
that moat of hialuborwouldbeinvain. Many 
of tho reformed, expoaod to the temptationa 
of city life, woald fail Into their old babit;, 
and others would not be strong enough 
physically or morally to continue 
the terrible etrugglo necessary to 
maintain exiatenoe in the great centres of 
population. Tho General intends to place 
his moral convaleeoents on the land. 
The atmusphere of the ooantry is invigorat- 
ing end rural employments are wholesome 
both for mind and body. 

3%e ready objection to this ia that there 
are teo many on tho land already. More 
food is produced now than can be sold at a 
fair price. But General Booth's workers on 
the land intend to raise food and other pro- 
dnott, not to sell, but to consume. They are 
to i>e themaelvea both the producers and tho 
oonanmcra. Can auoh a state of aooioty eiial? 
ll ia aakod. Can a people cultivating the 
land live at all oomfortably on what tho soil 
directly or indirectly produces ? They can, 
It has been done. Fifty years ago or less 
the people of what is now the greater part of 
the Dominion of Canada lived In thia way, 
A very large proportion of the population 
cultivated the land. The eettlera had noth- 
ing to live on except what they raised on 
their farms. They grew their own bread, 
they raised their own meat, or they caught 
the fiab they used as a snbstitute. They 
kept ahoep and grew flax, and from the wool 
of the aheep and the fibre of tho flax 
tho clothea they wore and the cloth 
they used for other purpoaea were made. 
They in many placea manufactured their 
«wn sngar, and they obtained from their 
oowa the milk and butter they used. For 
many years almost everything that was 
raised on the farm was consumed on the 
farm. 

In every house there were one or more spin 
ning wheels and the loom waa conaidored a 
naoeasary pleoe of fnrnitnre In moat homes 
The wool and the flax were prepared by the 
fanner's family and epun and woven. The 
farmer and his wife and children learned to 
do the work of a whole regiment of meohan 
ica and factory hands. The homo 
mannfaotures were, for the moat 
part, rough and mde, but they 
were strong, and they answered their pnr 
poses fairly well. The food was not dain 
ty, but there waa, after the firat pinch 
waa over, plenty of it. The generation 
who grew up under these o^nditiona were 
atrong and healthy. They had aonnd bodioa 
and vigorons minds. 

Their lives were very far indeed from be- 
ing miserable. They had to work hard and 
constantly, it is true, but they were (gener- 
ally fit for their work, and they had their 
amuaemonta, which wore thoroughly enjoyed. 
Very many of tho men who paaaod 
through the hardahipa and the priva- 
tions of thIa independent pioneer 
life lived to see their ohildren'a ohildren, 
and were hale and hearty at an age when 
those who were more delicately brought up 
and who lived luxuriously wore full of aches 
and paina, and had loat their rolleh for llfo. 
Ihe early Canadian sottlera wore for the 
most part out of debt. Very many of them 
had a horror of debt, and the man who 
owed as much as ten pounds felt that be 
had incurred & very serious liability. 
Among theao people tho standard of com- 
fort was not very high, and there wore no 
iuxurioa. Bub they were independent. 
[There was no auoh thing aa want among 
them, and they were oomparatirely free 
from oare. 

If, then, whole communities, when tho 
meana of communication were few and ex- 
ceedingly rude, and every aottlemonb waa 
in a groat meaaure ieolatod, could Uvo and 
thrive in the way we have deaoribed, in dif- 
ferent parte of the country forty, fifty and 
aizty ycara ago, why cannot the Salvation 
Army'a converts and tho hundreds of thou- 
eandafvho drag out a miserable existence in 
tho cities and towns do so now ? Sottlorson 
tho land to-day would bo spared mruy hard- 
ships and privations that the early eettlora 
of Ontario, Qaebeo and the Maritime Pro- 
vinoea were compelled to endure, and whloh 



A COMMON SaOLD. 

Our oontomporary the organ of the Oppo 
altion is, In tho language of tho late 
lamented Aitemua Ward, "a moat amooain' 
ouaa." The other day when Mr. Rithet 
acted in the way it approved he was its 
white-headed boy, but now that he has had 
tho audacity to diaagroo with It on tho 
Government of Citita Bill it ia disappointed 
in him and condonina tho courao ho haa seen 
fit to take, more in sorrow than in anger. 

Our contemporary seems to bo amusingly 
uuconscioua of tho conceit it displays in set 
ting up ita own opinion as the standard by 
which niembera, both on tho Government 
and Oppoallion eideaof the House, should be 
guided. It might have ocoarrcd to the 
Times that Mr. Ritiiet and Mr, Helinokou 
are aa well able to judge of the merits of a 
measore as the entity known as the Times 
is, and that they are aa capable of deciding 
what la In aocordanca with tho principles of 
aelf'government and what ia nob. 

Wo have aoarohed carefully, bub in vain, 
in our oontomporary'a article for a reason 
for its opposition to the bill whioh it con- 
demns. It scolds with its usual volubility 
though with a little leas than its usual viru' 
lence, but it docs not oven attempt to show 
by anything in the shape of an argument 
why Mr. Rithet or Mr. Helmcken, or anyone 
else, should not support tho bill 
When It kindly proves that tho 
electors of a dty have not the right, 
when they find one form of government a 
failure, to ohoose another form which prom 
iaea better results, it may with some show of 
reason condemn the gentlemen who voted 
for the second reading of the Government of 
Cities Bin. If our contemporary imagines 
that it settles the matter when it atigma 
tizes without rhyme or reason the bill as the 
" worst piece of legislation ever attempted 
in British Columbisi," it must not feel an 
noyed when aenalble men laugh at ita conceit 
and ita aelf-eutHolency. 

Abuao of " Mr, Davie " is part of our con 
temporary's atook in trade. It seems to 
labor under the delusion that vilifioatlou of 
the Premier makes np for the want of com 
mon sense in its articles; but it does nob. 
The readers of the TImea, no doubt, take 
auoh abuse for exactly what it ia worth; and 
that is, nothing at oil. If our oontomporary 
even tried to show how Mr. Davie and hia 
Government can be benefited by the paaaage 
of the bill, sensible people would regard the 
abase as so much surplusage, and would 
conaider ita facta and ita reasons. But It 
states no facta and It givea no reasons ; Its 
abuse la unmixed. Then it alludea to tho 
majority of the ratepayers of the city as " a 
few soreheads." Their nnmber la some 
where about 2,900, and fifteen per oent. of 
them numbers over 400. Now, even 400 
ratepayers can hardly be with any ap 
preach to propriety designated " a few 
aoreheada," and aooordlng to the 
last amendment to the bill, Mr. MoGrogor'a, 
the petition for an election to change the 
form of the oity's government must have 
attached to It the names of over four hun 
dred bona fide ratepayers. 

We arc really surprised that tho Times 
has so little to say against tho Governmor.c 
of CitloB BUI worthy of any aenaiblo man's 
attention. Ita article Is a pleof of very 
weak Boolding from beginnlcK to end. If 
Mr. Braden is not ashAt<!ied of being com- 
mended in it he ought to be, for a compli- 
ment in such an artiole ia worth less than 
nothing, 

A STALWART REFORMER. 

The career of Dr, Parkhurat shows what 
a man of courage and ability can do if liO 
haa a purpose in view and if ho devotes all 
hia powera and hia energies to the accom- 
pliahmont of that purpose. Be found viae 
triumphant in New york. He saw it defy- 
ing the law. Worse than that, he dituovored 
that the officers of tho law had sold thom- 
selvoB to become Ita servants and ita defond- 
era. When first ho began to talk about tho 
dlscoverlea ho had made and to deplore the 
horrible condition In whioh ho found tho 
City of New York, he waa unsparingly do- 
nounoed by those whose wiokedneaa he was 
endeavoring to expoae, and be was pitied 
aa a qulxojlo phllanthroplat by the 
part of tho population who deplored the 
cxiatonco of tho evils he Inveighed against 
bub who despaired of finding a remedy for 
them. 

When Drr Parkhurat began hia ornsado 
ai{ainst the police who were aiding and 

abetting the violators of tho laws, ho waa 
abuaad without atint, and, worao still, ho 
was unmercifully ridiculod. Ho wna tho 
object of numberleaa alandors, and so fioico 
waa the storm of obloquy which ho had to 
face that many who were well dis- 
posed towards tho osnae whioh he had 
adoptod found it hard to believe that) he was 
ainocro and In earnest. Attempts wore made 
to ahow that tho men whom bo had employed 
to aid him wore diahoncat and corrupt, and 
were soroaoing tho wickednoaa which they 
were paid to ezpoae. 
But Dr. Parkhurat waa not dlcoouraged 



by what looked like failure, and ho was far 

from being intimidated by the unaorupn- 
louaneas and the violence of his detractors. 
Ha ooojUnned the j^od^work^ and aahe pro^ 
oeeded an interest in It was awakened. He 
received aympathy and assistance from 
many quarters. The general impreaaion in 
New York was that tho police were corrupt, 
but it waa feared that all attempts to reform 
tho force would end in failure. But auoh 
an agitation was raised, principally. by Dr. 
Parkhurat, that the State Senate, on the mo- 
tion of Senator Lcxow, found It expedient 
to oppoinc a Conimitteo to icquire into the 
condition of the police force of Now York. 

Thia was tho opportunity that Dr. I'urk- 
hurst wanted. He waa unccaaiug in hia en- 
deavors to obtain evidenoe of the corrupt 
practices of the police. At first those who 
hid a knowledge of the way in which polioo- 
mon had been levying blaokmail on tho 
keepers of the haunta of vice were moat re- 
luctant to appear boforo tho Lexow Commit- 
tee to testify. But first one of tho victims 
was prevailed upon to tell what he or she 
know of the blackmailing practices of the 
police, and then another, until at 
last tho tide cf public opinion 
began to run aojatrongly in Dr. Parkhural'a 
favor that policemen themaelvea found that 
Bolf preservation required them to malio 
revelations and oonfesslons before it was too 
latu. It was seen by the testimony that 
oinccra of the higher grades were impllonted 
In tho blackmailing practices, and some of 
them wnro ioioed to oppoar on tho witneaa 
stand, either to clour their own roputatioua 
or to make a clean broaat of it before tho 
Committee. Sergeants, captains, inspeotora, 
commlasioners, and at last Superintendent 
Byrnoa himself, found it ni oeaaary to tell the 
Committee and the public what they knew 
about tho corrupt practices of the police. 

Tho expoaure haa been coniploto. The 
wholo polico organization of thu city of New 
York haa been shown to be rotten. -Bribea 
havo boon taken by mon of all ranks, and 
Superintendent Byrnca was obliged to admit 
that ovory attempt to reform the force waa 
frustrated by the Polico Comniissioncra 
thomaolves. This wna all dono chieUy 
through the instrumentality of Dr, Park- 
hunt. He haa never wavered for a moment. 
No matter how powerful hia enemies were 
or how high their station, he did not reat 
until tho whole iniquity waa revealed. 

Complaint la now made that he ia going 
too far. "While," aaya the Portland 
Oregonian, "it waa merely a question 
of destroying a corrupt system 
the committee and Dr. Parkhurat 
could work together, though his real useful- 
ness ended when the legislative investiga 
tion was begun seriously, • • ' But 
when the time of rooonstruotlon came Park- 
hurst was aa useless and troublesome,. with 
hia ignorance^ cf praotioal conditions, his 
prido of opinion and his arrogance of asser- 
tion, as was Thaddeua Stevena after the civil 
war." It it just possible that the energetic 
and fearleaa clergyman may not be as effec- 
tive and aa useful in building up aa ho was 
in pulling down, but there can he no doubt 
that he baa done the city of New York a 
service of Inestimable value.

FAREWELL TO BURNS. 

The Euellsh babor II, P. 's AUilress to Jleni' 
bers of tho Central Labor Union- 
Departure From New York. 

Nkw York, Jan. 5.— About 250 mem. 
bora of tho Central Labor Union turned out 
last night to hear John Barns, M. P., do- 
liver hia farewell addroas before Bailing for 
England to-morrow morning. The meeting 
was held at Clarendon ball, James P. 
Archibald presided. The chairman opened 
the meeting with a eulogy of Mr. Burns, in 
which he said hia ' visit bad made an im- 
portant mark In the history of the labor 
movement of this country. Tho chairman 
then introduced Mr. Burns, who repeated 
hia views on the labor question and muni- 
cipal form of government aa olroady ex- 
pressed in former speeches, and next pro- 
ceeded to denounce in vigorous terms men 
anch as Pullman and Andrew Carnegie. 
Bo lierioed Carnegle'i iron worka ftt Home< 



stead the greatest fraud on earth, and said 
chat Carnsgiei- a. countryman of his, re- 
minded ' him •■•" of Genrgo Barring- 
ton, a plokpooket who, during hia 
transportation to Botany Bay,! took 
part in a performance and had to apeak a 
couplet, which ended " I leave my ooantry 
formyoountry's good." He aaid Scotland 
did nob need Carnegie's gifts half as much as 
the poor people at Homesttad. He wat 
loudly applauded at the oonolneion of hie 
remarks. Samuel Gompers then paid an 
eloquent tribute to Mr. Bnrns' work and 
^hanked him on behalf of the Central Labor 
Union. 

Mr. Burns sailed for Liverpool to-doy. In 
an interview he said : " The laboring maaa- 
es here, while in gome caies they suffer 
greatly, are batter olf flnanolally than their 
brethren abroad. There is a future for tho 
American workingman. I fail toseo any for 
the English workingman."

Tlie Season of Opera About to Be Fol- 
lowed by Tragedy- Return 
of Tliomas Keene. 



Farewell to Charles M. Pyke and His 
Associate Eutertalners— Tlio 
Calhoun Eugaerenient 



Af ccr Opera comes Tragedy— a broad dis- 
tinotlon and an acceptable change, more 
notably so as Victorians have bad no first 
cluai repreiontative of the classic drama 
among them for two years. The high repu- 
tation which Mr. Koene crjiya in tho States 
us the tirat uo:or of tho legitimate Echool 
should fuvor the proposition to give him a 
genornas welcome here. Great actors are 
not an everyday windfall in the far north- 
west, and when buoh an actor comes with 
SImkeapeuro us hia follow-voyageur i In t'.vo 
form uu event in the sooial recoids tf the 
oily. 

Tho playa chosen are of the groatoat in tiie 
Shakespearean list, and are also among tho 
notable successes of Mr. Keene'a dialin- 
gulahed repertoire. He will appear on Fri- 
day and Saturday evenings next, and i>.lso 
at tho Saturday matinee — in " Hamlofc," 
" Romeo and Juliet," and " Richard III," 
in their order — a trio from which almost 
any dramatic taste may find excellent incut 
to feed upon. 

Mr. Keene having made an extended tour 
since he left the East in September has met 
with phenomenal snocesa, and will, after hia 
Pcrtlacd week, tarn his pilgrim steps back- 
ward. Through the Southern States, north, 
ward to Denver, westward along the Over- 
land to San Franoisob, southward to the 
boundary line of Old Mexico and thence 
northward to British Columbia ; the panor- 
ama of the American continent h^s, as it 
were, passed grandly before him and uis 
oompikny. Everywhere the most gratifying 
success has attended him. Keene, in one 
sonte, may almost be accounted a son of the 
Pacific Coast. In the early days of hia pro- 
fessional cirecr, aome aeventeen years ago, 
ho waa one of the moat popular members of 
the old California theatre in San Francisco. 
This was in the palmy days and in tho glory 
of the golden era. No greater favorite trod 
tho boards there. He was the cloao friend 
and co-laborer of Booth and Barret^ genial 
John McOullough and others who have 
crossed tho great divide, leaving their 
mantles to Keene, who, atill in the prime of 
life. Uvea to wear them all gracefully in 
turn, and alwaya worthily and well. 

Of Keece's Hamlet much has been written. 
It is original and as much or more perhaps 
than any other Hamlet on the stage for 
years, it has given occiaiou for gravo discus- 
sion. Keene is intensely realistic and one 
chief aim with him is to produce Shake- 
speare as he imagines the immortal author 
intended. He never saorificea common sense 
to the artifioiality of the traditional. His 
theory of Hnmlet'a madness is that It was 
assumed, ' The words of Shakespeare to him 
olearly convey this and none other meaning. 
The vision of the father Is the result of a 
naturally exalted nervous temperament and 
this is made apparent by his aotiona after 
the second ghostly visitation in tho Queen's 
closet. Through all, it is a echol&rly per- 
formance and a profound diagnoals of a char- 
acter which has elicited oaaaya and diacua- 
aiona from tho ablest pens of Europe. 

In Richard the Third, there baa long 
coaaed to bo any rivalry. Keene has it all 
to himself. There is none other near tho 
throne. He has played the part, it is stat- 
od, nearly nine hundred times, and aa it has 
been a piece popularly demanded aince he 
commenced starring fifteen years since it 
may well bo believed. 

His company is spoken very highly of by 
our oxchang-B, and is led by Mr. Edwin 
Arden, Mr. Herring, Miaa Laurence and 
Miss Bearnan. The costumes are now and 
exceedingly rich, and closely copied from 
Plaoche and contemporaneoui ciironiclorB, 
while the general atagn details uro mado aa 
perfect as poaaible hy tho studioua and 
eoholarly judgment of ihe tragedian and hia 
inanogor, Mr. Arden, who devoted tho 
labora of a eutnmor to the work. 

The Pyke Opera Compr.ny closed their 
Victoria engsgament yesterday, presenting 
"The Beggar Student" at matinee and 
"Tar and Tartar" in the evening. The 
latter is a sprotiaoular farce and depends for 
much of its success upon its scenic features. 
Theae are well looked after by the stage 
manaper of the Pyke comp*ny, and tho per. 
formanco was a plnaiing one throughout. 

Tho grand finale, when tho full company 
sang the national anthoms of various ooun- 
trioa, wan closed amid tremondoua enthu- 
siivam with " God Save the Queen," and the 
waving of a number of Union Jacks by the 
members of tho company. 

The m .xt operatic ultraoticn uunounced is 
that of tho C*lhoun oompanv, which is 
hooked for tho 21 at, 2'2nd and 2.'ird inatant 
— throo evening performanooa and a mati- 
nee. " Amorita " and" The Black Hubbht " 
aro to bo proaontod ; the other two billa are 
not as yet announced. Included in tho Cal- 
houn Hat of principala are Mr. Kirt Calhoun, 
Mr. Douglas Flint, Mr. Lyding, Miaa Vin- 
cent and Miss Julia Calhoun. 

Tho first choral practice of Vordi'a grand 
opera " II Trovatore " will be held on Wed- 
nesday evening, when those who have 
already given In thoir names are expected to 
bo preaeut, Mr. A. S. Aapland writes from 
San Francisco that he will bo in Victoria 
early in February, so aa to have ample time 
to work with the other principal aingere for 
tho presentation.

Sho dcos not road Zola, 
Flanbert nor Tolstoi and but raroly Bal- 
zac. Sho know.s but ia not intimate 
■svith tlio girl.s wlio do all thcso thiii^^s, 
no niiittcr liow luuuh iiiouoj- and ftuuily 
influuuco they may bavo. Sho kocp.s on 
torma with Bomo of them, however, 
drops in at their 4 o'clooks aud is sonio- 
tinu'H KOfti at thuir daiicu diIllK'r^i and 
gorniaiis. 

Sho know.s that sho lives iii tho most 
delightful city ou eartli, with more fa- 
cilities for culturo than any other in 

tliQ ■world, and ,slio avails liiTsolf of its 
opportunities. Sho is not .'^cicutific, 
philosophic or literary. How can sho 
bo, when all tho dolights of New York 
surround hor from childhood to tlio su- 
promo moniout wliun sliu "cninos out?" 
Then amid all it.s ainu.^ciuoiit.':, it.s tlica- 
tcvtt, operas, balls, its inu.seunis t)f art, 
its libraries, its collections of bric-a- 
brac, its pymuasiums, riding {Schools, 
clubs for women, its streets of wondrous 
shop.'i, great bazaara of all the textiles 
aud .arti.stic productions of the world, 
how can lifo seem serious to her? 

No, oven hor religion — and hIio has 
too maoh tasto to bo irreligious — is made 
as attractive as art, lunsio and genius 
cau make it, and sho takes it as 8ho 
doe.s her morning chocolato, with a imp- 
py sonso of its delicious tiuality. 

Her fine figiu'o, full aud tall — sho is 
generally a tall girl — is cast iu tlio mold 
of form reflected in tho gla-ss of fashion. 
Her splendid physical development is 
tho n;itural result of her rides and drives 
iu tho park, her use of tlie tenuis bat, her 
daily Dolsarto practice, her riding after 
tho hounds when in tho country, lj«i 
dips in tho briny wavo wlion ou tho B'Jd^ 
shore. 

The New York girl is not stuitinion- 
tal. Sho rarely "falls iu love." She 
"likes" a man. If holikcsher, she ends 
by loving him. She gives him her whole 
heart, aud it is his own fanlt if ho ciui- 
uot keep it. While she is exacting tmd 
needs "managing, " no man cau docoivo 
her tho second time. Sho is uot inipla- 
cablo, but if her lover or her husband 
disappoints hor she lives forever after, 
so far as ho is concerned, iu tho frigid 
zono of her own individutilify. 

The southern girl of the passing period 
ia outwardly not unlike her New York 
cousin, whom sho admires inteuselj- 
and iuiit.'ites. But she uneon.'^ciously 
stamps all theso with lier own individ- 
uality. Now, do not think of her as a 
self indulgent, indolent girl. If she 
over wero that, sho has growu out of it. 
Sho is industrious to a fault. Hor educa- 
tion sinco "tho war" has been growing 
moro and moro praotioal. Bnt she will 
never becomo practical in tho northern 
or Now York sense of tho word. Sho is 
not shrewd. Becky Sharps and Lady 
B.arboriuas cauuot bo produced in the 
delioions, langnorons ojimate which 
has matured the blood in the southern 
girl's veins. Sho is an iiidigcuous plant, 
for so littlo foreign elrnient has drifted 
into hor sunny land sho cau say oveu 
when not of the old F. F. stock, "I am 
of sonthem blood on both sides of my 
family for over 100 years." This cnn- 
centration of lineage and tradition has 
made its mark on tlio southern girl. 

Sho is rarely n "last girl," never one 
iu tho sense of tho wurd, hut she is 
quick as cliain lightning whou activity 
is dcmaudcd, Sho doos not play tennis 
except to oblige her northern visitors 
aud friends. Sho asks her papa to make 
her a croquet ground, bnt does not care 
for a tennis court. 

Her ftivorito outdoor exorcise is horse- 
back riding. Sho rides every day that it 
does not storm unless tho carritigo drive 
i.4 a polite or a hygienic necessity. Sliu 
has a splondid scat iu hor saddle, uot 
in the sense that is nudorstood as such 
by a Now York riding school master. 
Nor does sho sit on hn liorso like tin 
English woman, but like :ui Arab, if :iii 
Arab wore givou a sidesaddlo to rido. 

Tho girls who play their part in these 
festivities look ivonflerfnlly like yet 
unliko Now York girls. Their riding 
habits and hats, their evening gowns, 
their toilets, aro almost precisely in the 
s;imo stylo. But tho southern girls' fig- 
ures are slcudoror and moro willowy. 
Tlioy aro full in tho chest, but not in 
tho hips. Thoir nocks iiro longer, thoir 
hands and feet smaller and narrower. 
Their complexions are not so fine. Their 
coloring is les:i vivid. Tho expression 
of their tilmond shaped eyes is more 
liiiiguid, uot so direct. Thoir smiles are 
lovelj', bnt tliey look as if they wero 
smiling at you, not with you. 

Whoever looks ;it one of theso south- 
ern girls docs uot need to ask, "Cau she, 
will sho, fall in love?" Ho is n dullard 
if ho does not know tlijit she can and 
will. But lot him bowaro of any rasli, 
foolhardy oxperiiiients on tlio lu^art of 
such a girl. Slio knows the ring of true 
metal, and if he is a mere trifler he will 
soon discover that she has set him down 
for a sacrilegious idiot, for love with 
this girl is more than fine or high art 
It is religion.

The "Field" On the Situation — The New 
York Yacht Clnb Blamed for Its 
AVsnt of Action. 

London, Jan. 5. T-The Field publithe^ a 
long leader on the negotiations for tho cup 
race. After commenting on Forest and 
Stream's trenchant and logical assault upon 
the deed of gift, the writer aaya ; " We on 
this side, like Foroab and Stream, concur 
that the conditiona now agreed upon for tho 
prospeotivo race are fair and liberal. Then 
why on earth does not tho Now York club 
at;ree to attach tbcae condltioua to tho cup 1 
They already have altered tho deed twice. 
If they had the right to do that tboy can 
alter Ic twice again. It ia true that they 
got permlaaion fiom the eurviving donor, but 
he had no right whacovor to deal with the 
cup or the conditions. Neither had the New 
York club, they were made trustees and 
not owner 'J, which appears to have been en 
tirely overlooked. Lord Dunraven hopes 
that the New York clnb will make a defin 
ite avowal as to whether the present inter- 
pretation of the mutual agreement clause 
is legally correob. The general meet 
ing of the Royal Yaoht squadron 
will be held at noon on January 7, 
whilst the New Yorkers will be in bed. 
TheKfore there will be no 'ohanoe of com 
mnnioatlrg with the New York oinb during 
the meeting on the subjeot of the ioterpro 
tation. Hence it ia possible that the Royal 
Yacht tquadron will merely express an 
opinion and upnoint a oommittoo to confer 
with the New York club aa in 1889. Thia 
unfortunately may prevent a raoe next 
autumn." ' 



TREATMENT OF ARMENIANS. 

Ofllclal Dispatch From Constantinople Ke 
fating the Charges of Cruelty 
and Oppression. 

Wasiiin-oton, Jan, 5. — The Turkish lega 
tion to-night received the following official 
telegram from Constantinoplo oonccrning 
the treatment of tho Armenians : " Certain 
newspapers, spoakicg of tho Saesouu inci- 
dent, havo maintained lately that tho num 
ber of Arincnianr, in Tur key reaches millions, 
iind that they uro bmily trualed. lioth aa 
scrtirna are false. According to tho most 
reliable etaliatica, tho ArmonlanH llring io 
Curkny arc a littio over OOO 000, of whom 
200,000 are eslabliahod in Constantinoplo 
itself. Tho Arnicniana who reside in the 
provinces arc diaaeminatcd all over tho 
country, ao that thoy nowhero constitute the 
majority of the population. Tho fact: is 
Dcknowlcdgod oven by Turkey'a dotractoia, 
that tho Ottoman Armenians have schools 
and a literature, which not only proves that 
they are not exposed to vexatious treat- 
ment, but that, on the contrary, the Tnrk- 
iah goiorntnent fivors their Instrnotion, 
wiehta thorn to preserve their language and 
oationa'ity, and bos (eoured their well 
being."

tho character or value of the catato. One 
hundred and ton thouaand dollars is to bo 
divided among charitable inatitutlonii, ton 
thousand of which is to go to auoh Hebrew 
inatitutiona aa tho truatooa may dcoldo. 
Tho bulk of hia ostato is divided among hia 
children with tho exception of Robort Kelly, 
one of tho toatator'a aona, for whom no pro- 
viaion ia made. Among other bequosta an 
annual income of $25,000 ia settled on his 
wife. In tho instrument ho gives expression 
to his esteem for Joseph Dqaohue of San

THE FAIR ESTATE 

Not So Rich aa It Once Wiia-The Will to He 
Contested in Face of the Absolute 
Prohibition. 

San Francisco, Jan. 5. — The Daily 
Report this afternoon published an inside 
abatement of tho ufT.kirs of tho lato ox- 
Sanator Jamea G. Fair. It proaenlod figures 
showing that tho estate, which at the time 
of Mr. Fair's death was estimated at forty 
millions of dollars, wonld not realize more 
than twelve to fifteen millions, Mr. Fair 
having auataincd some very heavy losses 
rocontly, notably in the late wheat deal.

Tno article goea on to 
atito that it wus chagrin at hia losses in 
wheat after having ridiculed tho Nevada 
bank's venture in this direction that hasten 
od tho lato niillionaiio'a death. There being 
no prospect for tho heira of tho estate to 
derive any benefit from it for Bovoral years 
it ia said that tlioy havo decided to contest 
tho v/ill and that arrangcmonta to that ood 
are being porfeotcd despite tho provUiona in 
it disqualifying any heir who ahould take it 
t] tho courta.
